
The fight is on for council seats

CANDIDATES for Brid- 
port’s town council elec¬ 
tions have a fight on their 
hands after nominations 
revealed this week that 29 
candidates will be vying 
for just 18 seats. 

West Dorset District 
Councillors in Bridport 


will also have a battle to 
hold onto their seats with 
16 candidates looking to 
fill the five positions when 
the town goes to the poll 
on May 5th. 

The nominations also 
confirmed that three town 
councillors will not be 


seeking re-election, former 
leader of the town council, 
Councillor Charles Wild 
(Independent), Councillor 
Mark Parsons (Lib Dem) 
and Councillor Roger 
Stoodley (Conservative). 

In the town council elec¬ 
tions the North Ward will 
have 14 candidates, in¬ 
cluding six current coun¬ 
cillors, fighting it out for 
nine seats. 

The North Ward cur¬ 
rently has four Liberal De¬ 
mocrat councillors and two 
Conservative councillors, 
following Councillor 
Lrances McKenzie’s shift 
to the Conservative party 
from the Liberal Democ¬ 
rats. 

Contesting the seats 


alongside the current coun¬ 
cillors will be four Liberal 
Democrat, two Labour, 
one Conservative and one 
Independent candidate, in¬ 
cluding Liberal Democrat 
Lauren Glover who, if 
elected, will be the 
youngest ever Bridport 
Town Councillor at the age 
of 22. 

In the South Ward there 
will be 15 candidates, in¬ 
cluding eight current coun¬ 
cillors, vying to fill nine 
seats.

Geoffrey Ackerman, 
Leader of the Town Coun¬ 
cil, Councillor Dave 
Rickard, Bridport Conser-

Thomas Warne. 

In the West Dorset Dis¬ 
trict Council elections 
there are a total of 16 
councillors looking to fill 
the five seats.

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PARAGLIDING Instructor Andrew Pearse talks 
to the View from this week about why he be¬ 
lieves West Dorset is the perfect place to fly. 

Having grown up in West Bexington, Andrew 
moved around the county in his career as a 
teacher before returning to the village. 

He now lives with his wife Kim and their three 
daughters and runs the Flying Frenzy Paraglid¬ 
ing school. 

Andrew himself competed to a high level as 
a paraglider, finishing fourth in the British na¬ 
tionals in 1992. He trained as an instructor in 
1990 and gained the senior instructor rating in 
1993. 

When not up in the clouds Andrew enjoys 
playing guitar and drums. 


■ WHO would you recommend paragliding to? 

You have to want to get a new perspective on the coun¬ 
tryside that you love. It is a joy to fly in West Dorset be¬ 
cause the countryside is so beautiful. It’s open to all sorts 
of personalities. We have got the cliffs, which are a stun¬ 
ning place to fly and the air coming off the sea is lovely 
and smooth so if you are a mellow sort of person looking 
for a nice smooth fly you can stay out there all day long. 
For those more in to the adventurous stuff they can fly up 
to 3,000 or 4,000 feet and if you’re a real adrenaline 
junkie then you can do some fantastic manoeuvres as 
well. 

■ HOW long could you be up there for and how far 
can you travel? 

Basically all day. One of my friends has managed to fly 
to Exeter from here and I have managed Honiton and 
Weymouth. These are small flights by modern standards 
though, the British record is 195kilometres. It takes a lot 
longer getting back than it does to fly there usually 
though. 

■ WHY paragliding and not hang gliding? 

Hang gliding isn’t suited to the Dorset Hills. Dorset has 
so many hills, all different sizes and shapes. With hang 
gliding you need a big space to land it safely as well but 
with paragliding you can land it in your back garden. All 
the hedges make it difficult for hang gliding and it is 
much more difficult to do. 

■ HOW long will it take before a complete novice 
can fly on their own? 

The training, if you are really keen and the conditions are 
good, can be done in a couple of months. It is quite a strict 
syllabus and you have to be very well informed before 
you are let loose. And that is my job. 



■ HOW long are your courses? 

It is usually at least 10 days of training, but you have to 
be really lucky with the weather and conditions. If it 
spread out over a couple of months then you have to do 
some recapping. 

■ CAN you describe the feeling of flying? 

It is so nice to leave everything behind. For me, in Dorset, 
it’s usually not too scary, and really relaxing, everything 
goes quiet and you leave all your worries behind, it’s just 
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bliss. 

■ WHERE are the best places to fly locally? 

Probably my favourite place is over the cliffs at Hive 
beach at Burton Bradstock. Whenever it’s too windy 
everywhere else, it’s often ok there. You can take off on 
the beach and work your way up the cliff. 

■ ARE there any places in the world you would like 
to fly over? 

I’d love to fly over a volcano. There are some big dunes 
in Namibia as well. All you need is a bit of a slope and a 
bit of a breeze and you can fly anywhere. 

■ WHO would be your three dream guests at a din¬ 
ner party? 

Leonardo Da Vinci because he has so many ideas but did¬ 
n’t have the technology behind him, so it would be great 
to bring him up to date. It would be fascinating to talk to 
the people who lived here when this house was first built 
about 300-years-ago, to find out what the countryside was 
like and what their lives were like back then and Tim 
Booth of the band James, I love their music. 

■ WHAT would be your dream job? 

Teaching people how to paraglide and making money out 
of it! Teaching people how to glide is brilliant. The first 
day they are so unsure and don’t know what’s going to 
happen but by the end of the day they are actually flying. 
And they are always absolutely amazed and love the ex¬ 
perience. 

■ WHAT was the last book you read, film you 
watched and CD you listened to? 

The book was the "Ring of Bright Water Trilogy" by Gavin 
Maxwell.The last film wasthe"lnglorious Basterds"and 
the CD was James.

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Mixed fortunes for local arts projects ^TheMo s und en 


ARTS projects in Bridport suffered mixed fortunes 
this week after they suffered the knock-on effects of 
government cuts. 

Arts Council England (ACE) announced they were 
making £100million spending cuts last week when 
they unveiled their National Portfolio Funding. 

Two of those affected were Bridport Arts Centre, 
who received a slight cut in funding compared to last 
year, and PVA MediaLab, who will have its core fund¬ 
ing completely cut from April next year. 

Mandy Rathbone, Studio Manager at PVA Medi¬ 
aLab, said: “We are reviewing our situation and ex¬ 
ploring all possible ways of delivering and sustaining 
our work and planning for a positive future. 

“We will continue to work with our visual arts part¬ 
ners, Dorset County Council, West Dorset District 
Council and Arts Council England towards an effec¬ 
tive and sustainable future for the arts in Dorset, re¬ 
gionally and nationally. We're unable to comment 
further until more detailed discussions with Arts 
Council England have taken place.”

Bridport Arts Centre’s application for National Port¬ 
folio Funding was successful and they will receive a 
continuation of their 2011/12 funding level of ap¬ 
proximately £57,000, with an inflationary increase for 
the three years 2012/13-2014/15. 

This is a small decrease in real-terms on the 2010/11 
funding, but a decrease the arts centre had planned for. 

Director Polly Gifford said: “Although this is a pos¬ 
itive outcome for the Arts Centre, ACE have had to 
make some difficult decisions and the full impact 
across the sector is still being digested. 

“Within Dorset, we will be discussing the outcomes 
with our partners in the arts community and assessing 
the impact to arts provision across the county. 

“Bridport Arts Centre is committed to playing its 
part in ensuring high quality arts provision remains 
available to the people of Bridport, Dorset and be¬ 
yond.”

The responsibility of 
making judgements 


T HERE are times in your 
life when you realise the 
implications of the 
choices you have made. 

One of these came to me a cou¬ 
ple of weeks ago, when I found 
myself involved in the discus¬ 
sions at the National Security 
Council and Cabinet that led to 
the UK’s role in the international 
Libyan intervention. 

It isn’t until you find yourself 
sitting at meetings like this that 
you realise fully what it means to 
be part of a government. 

When a decision to act - or a 
failure to act - will quite directly 
affect the chances of survival of 
tens if not hundreds of thousands 
of people (in this case, a large 
part of the civilian population of 
Benghazi), you come face to face 
with the fact that you have taken 
on an awesome responsibility. 

The interesting thing is that, if 
my recent experience is anything 


to go by, such decisions are not 
taken in the way that the cynics 
would have us believe. 

Of course the judgements in¬ 
volved are very finely balanced 
and very difficult to make. But 
at least I can testify that - if this 
case is, as I suspect, the norm - 
the basis on which the decision 
gets made is entirely a question 
of what is right or wrong. 

When you have come to the 
conclusion that there is a real 
chance of persuading the interna¬ 
tional community to act in a way 
that will prevent mass slaughter, 
and when you have also come to 
the conclusion that this will hap¬ 
pen only if we in Britain actively 
pursue that strategy, then you 
find yourself compelled by the 
moral logic, not by political cal¬ 
culations. 

I don’t mean, of course, that 
this in any way guarantees that 
the right decision will be made. 


The judgements are too difficult 
to permit any such guarantee. 

But at least it is reassuring to 
know that the question being 
asked is the right one. In the end, 
liberal democracy stands or falls 
even more by the questions it 
asks than by the answers it gives.

Theatre Review

T HERE'S an obvious synergy be¬ 
tween a dramatic group called MAD 
performing a show that features all 
the hits of chart-topping favourites Mad¬ 
ness. 

The fact that Marvellous Amateur Dra¬ 
matics, formed just two years ago, had 
the confidence to take on the award- 
winng West End musical "Our House", 
only recently made available to amateur 
societies, speaks volumes for their depth 
of talent and and the ambition of director 
Bernie Fallon. 

"Our House", staged at the Electric 
Palace in Bridport over three days last 
week, presented a huge technical chal¬ 
lenge for MAD with numerous costume 
changes and demanding dance and mu¬ 
sical numbers. 

The dance routines were stunning and 
much credit must go to choreographer 
and producer Jane Hutchins 
Expertly weaved into the story are all 
the classic Madness hits, including "Baggy 
Trousers", "It Must be Love" and "Wings 
of A Dove", guaranteed to attract the at¬ 
tention of the audience 
The complex story line follows the life 
of Joe Casey who on the night of his 16th 
birthday takes the girl of his dreams out 
on a first date. 

In an effort to impress her he breaks 
into a building site overlooking his home, 
owned by a high-flying property devel¬ 
oper. The police turn up at which point 
Joe's life splits into two: the Good Joe, 
who stays to face up to his responsibili¬ 
ties, and the Bad Joe who flees. 

It's a very clever script which demands 
total concentration of the audience in fol¬ 
lowing Joe's roller-coaster choices, made 
all the more difficult due to some sound 
difficulties during the opening numbers. 

But it did not detract from the overall 
enjoyment of a fast moving and highly 
stimulating performance featuring some 


notable individual successes. 

High in this pecking order came Alex 
Hall, playing the part of Joe, and his 
dream girl, Sarah, portrayed by Grace 
Keeler. Here are two 15-year-olds 
whose performances defied their ages. 
Alex handled Joe's dual personality 
with consummate ease while Grace's 
charming voice was a highlight of the 
show. 

The parts of the two not-so-street 
wise geezers, Emmo and Lewis, were 
played with great verve by Tom Glover 
and Callam Thom, who added much to 
the humour of the production. Tom 
gave his usual confident portrayal 
whilst Callam, playing his first role out¬ 
side school dramatics, positively rev¬ 
elled in his role and is definitely one for 
the future. 

Jodie Glover and Alice Kiltie, playing 
the roles of Cockney cuties, Angie and 
Billie, added much to the pace of the 
proceedings with boundless energy on 
stage and savvy vernacular, whilst 
Cameron Love adopted the required 
attitude in his portrayal of the loser 
Reecy. 

Chris Denne made a believable Mr 
Pressman, the dodgy property devel¬ 
oper, and Kenny Poole, as Joe's Dad, 
the narrator, and Mum Zuzana Aukett, 
gave admirable support. 

In all, a thoroughly enjoyable 
evening's entertainment at a real the¬ 
atre, with a predominantly young cast 
demonstrating that talent abounds in 
West Dorset.

Dorchester against

WEST Dorset residents 
showed their displeasure 
at the decision by West 
Dorset District Council 
(WDDC) to relocate their 
offices to a new complex 
in Charles Street, Dorch¬ 
ester, which would include 
a new library, by marching 
through the streets of the 
county town on Saturday. 

A crowd of around 400 
marched to a rally at the 
corner of Charles Street 
where another 100 sup¬ 
porters gathered to hear 
addresses from organiser 
Alistair Chisholm and one 
of the country’s leading 
criminal barristers, 

Michael Turner QC. 

It is estimated that the 
new building will cost 
9.7million, but opposers to 
WDDC’s plans to push 
through the idea say it 
would be cheaper to reno¬ 
vate the current offices in 
High West Street and keep 
the current library in 
County Hall open, or look 
at cheaper alternatives at 
Brewery Square and 
Poundbury. 

When asked what he 
thought the protest march 
would achieve, Mr 
Chisholm told View From: 
“It will be easier to say 
what it would achieve if 
we knew exactly where we 
were in terms of the point 


in the deal that we are told 
is being done, or has it 
been done? 

“We cannot get answers 
to questions from WDDC 
- clear, straightforward 
questions. 

“I don’t actually know 
what the situation is cur¬ 
rently with these plans to 
build new offices, and that 
has been characteristic of 
the whole process. 

“Clear, straightforward 
answers have been un¬ 
available and I think there 
are as many people angry 
at the way this is being 
done as there are with the 
very principle of moving 
into new offices and 
spending money from that 
shrinking, public purse at 
a time when we can’t af¬ 
ford it. It’s very, very sim¬ 
ple. 

“The whole country is 
being told to make do and 
mend; it’s time the district 
council did likewise, and 
abandoned this woeful, 
vanity project.” 

John Grantham from 
Burton Bradstock, a strong 
supporter of the protest, 
responded to the question 
of what benefit the march 
would have. 

“Firstly it is absolutely 


not a fait accompli. The 
building has not started. It 
is undemocratic, not 
wanted by the population 
of West Dorset and it must 
not be allowed to happen. 

“People are voting in 
councillors on May 5th, 
who as their first act can 
ask for all the information 
to be obtained, and sec¬ 
ondly for whoever is rul¬ 
ing the council at that 
stage to work out the low¬ 
est cost exit from it, then it 
will not happen. 

“It’s a higher cost option 
than the one at Brewery 
Square and in Poundbury; 
they could pay some kind 
of penalty fee to the devel¬ 
opers if it doesn’t go 
ahead, but we must not 
allow the county town to 
be wrecked in this way. 

“How can this council go 
ahead, and plant this build¬ 
ing, the length of Bucking¬ 
ham Palace in the centre of 
Thomas Hardy’s town, 
when only 156 people out 
of 16,167 on the census of 
2001 voted for it?” 

He added: “This is a 
West Dorset issue not just 
Dorchester and the fact is 
that it was Dorset County 
Council’s decision to 
come in on this and build 


a new library when there is 
a perfectly good one al¬ 
ready. It’s draining our re¬ 
sources from the libraries 
which means, for instance, 
my library in Burton Brad- 
stock and another 19 
around Dorset are under 
threat of being closed. 

“This will be extremely 
damaging to the communi¬ 
ties. It’s a disgrace, there is 
no reason why it should 
happen as we can kick 
them out by voting only 
for councillors who will 
stop this. 

“It is unseemly to say the 
least at a time when Dorset 
County Hospital requires 
£200,000 more to make 
the total of £500,000 to 
buy a digital mammogram 
machine to help track 
breast cancer, and there are 
people suffering from 
waits, delays and uncertain 
diagnosis because they 
don’t have a digital ma¬ 
chine. Only £200,000, yet 
these council officers are 
ready to spend on new of¬ 
fices and a new library; all 
of which are unnecessary - 
£15million of our money 
in Dorchester when 156 
people in the town poll 
voted for it. It is a dis¬ 
grace.” 

QC Michael Turner in 
his address at Charles 
Street wondered why: “...a 
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plans for new district council offices 


county like Dorset, steeped 
as it is in the democratic 
history of this country, had 
voted itself a council who 
neither cared to invoke the 
will of its people nor re¬ 
spected the democratic tra¬ 
dition of its county.” 

He later posed the ques¬ 
tion: “If the district council 
cared about the democratic 
process, given their rea¬ 
soning in dismissing the 
Dorchester town vote, 
why, despite repeated re¬ 
quests in council by mi¬ 
nority party members, did 
they never bother to con¬ 
sult the rest of the popula¬ 
tion of West Dorset?” 

Mr Turner in referring to 
WDDC’s decision to opt 
for the Charles Street site 
said: “ Even more perplex¬ 
ing is that your WDDC 
then went on to lend the 
very hard up Simons de¬ 
velopers £250,000 so they 
could progress the devel¬ 
opment. 

“Alistair Chisholm tells 
me there is some evidence 
that the district council 
may already have paid up 
to £1 million to Simons in 
advance, without the full 
agreement of the council 
having been sought. 

“That I am afraid is very 
strange business indeed.”

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The importance of displaying images properly 


BARRIE Castle, who kindly judged the Bridport Cam¬ 
era Club’s recent open competition, gave several im¬ 
portant tips to photographers at all levels intending to 
display their work. 

The first was the importance of presenting an image 
well. The subject of the image should not only be well 
composed within the ‘frame’ but it is also vital that the 
mount be clean, unmarked and undamaged. “As with 
most things in life, when the presentation is right, said 
Mr Castle, “the object being displayed is credited with 
more respect.” 

Another tip was that if any photographer ‘copies’ a 
previously published image in order to manipulate or

incorporate that image into their own work, they are in¬ 
fringing copyright laws and could be prosecuted for 
doing so. In the current days of digital capture and ma¬ 
nipulation this is of significant importance. 

Mr Castle also recommended always having your cam¬ 
era with you, no matter what the weather. “You never 
know what gems are out there.” he said. 

Mr Castle also passed on his observation that in more 
recent nature competitions it is the image of a bird in¬ 
volved in some sort of activity that is more likely to win 
the award. Also the eye for any animal or human subject 
is very important - both for capturing the ‘catch light’ 
within the eye as well as being the area of sharpest focus.

WHY should my pet 
have chiropractic 
care?

hind the last rib! 

Believe it or not, a 
not uncommon cause 
of sneezing in cats is 
from a blade of grass 
getting stuck up their 
nose! Who would be¬ 
lieve the garden could 
be such a dangerous 
place?!

It is certainly powerful poetry so I did a little 
research on it and found that the poem has 
been published in various versions with many 
different titles, such as'The Weaver''The Mas¬ 
ter's Loom', 'The Divine Weaver', 'The Master 
Weaver's Plan'and so on. Usually the poems 
are marked'Author Unknown'or simply'Anon'. 

However, it would seem that the poem was 
written by a man from Mississippi named Ben¬ 
jamin Malachi Franklin (1882-1965).The poem 
was written in the late 1940s and was first 
published in 1950 in 'The Memphis Commer¬ 
cial Appeal'. This is the original title and text. 

LIFE IS BUT A WEAVING 

My life is but a weaving 
Between my God and me; 

I cannot choose the colors 
Fie weaveth steadily. 

Oft' times he weaveth sorrow; 
and I in foolish pride 
Forget Fie sees the upper 
And I the underside. 

Not 'til the loom is silent 
And the shuttles cease to fly 
Will God unroll the canvas 
And reveal the reason why. 


The dark threads are as needful 
In the weaver's skilful hand 
As the threads of gold and silver 
In the pattern Fie has planned. 

Fie knows, Fie loves, Fie cares;

I DON'T care to be accosted by beggars in the 
street but I do like to be entertained by 
buskers, especially when they are playing 
without amplification. 

Once, many years ago, I was captivated by a 
string quartet playing Beethoven on the 
streets of San Francisco. The four young mu¬ 
sicians had brought folding chairs and music 
stands as well as their instruments. 

A few weeks ago I was back in my home 
town of York where, thankfully, buskers are still 
busking and where Freda Jones was when she 
wrote this.

Your music touched my soul. 

It swelled inside my aching heart 
And the tears began to fall.

LYME TOWN BAND PREMIERES OWN MARCH 


A UNIQUE event took place last Satur¬ 
day when the Lyme Regis Town Band 
premiered the concert march 'Black 
Ven', written for them by top brass band 
composer/arranger Howard Snell. The 
occasion was the band's annual work¬ 
shop, led again by Philip Harper, who is 
himself internationally known. 

In his preface to the score, Howard 
Snell dedicates the march to 'the 
builders of the Black Ven pilot gig rac¬ 
ing boat of Lyme Regis and for the 
Lyme Regis Town Band.' Howard de¬ 
scribes his interests in boats, in his fam¬ 
ily history and how his researches led 
him to Lyme Regis. He discovered that 
Lyme boasts a notable boat-building 
school and how long ago it nurtured 
the Dunster family, one that led indi¬ 
rectly into his own. 

Howard mentions his admiration for 
the racing gig 'Black Ven' built at the 
Boat School by Gail McGarva and 
shaped 'entirely by her boatbuilder's 
eye, no soulless know-all computer 
blurring her vision.' 

But Lyme Regis, he writes,'has yet an¬ 


other element essential to civilised life: 
a town band'. So it was the'merest step' 
for him to think of writing a concert 
piece for the band which provides en¬ 
tertainment for its audiences at its reg¬ 
ular summer concerts. Howard sums up 
the composition as'a musical doffing of 
the cap to the boat, the hill, my forbears 
and to the Lyme Regis Town Band.' 

Before its first performance, Philip 
Harper emphasised the honour the 
band had received through the dedica¬ 
tion of this march to them by such a 
giant of the brass-banding world. He 
outlined the story of its composition 
and Howard's aim of pleasing and 
amusing the listener through the tap¬ 
ping of hammers, the sound of sawing, 
a ship's bell and a repeated snatch of 
'Row, row, row your boat.' 

A recording of'BlackVen'was made at 
the end of the workshop, which will be 
sent to Howard, now living in retire¬ 
ment in France. However, he intends to 
visit Lyme for a live performance, which 
will hopefully gives as much pleasure to 
him as it has so far given to the band.

AS SOON as the View From publicised the launch of these awards, nomi¬ 
nations for our next award winner started to trickle in from all corners of 



West Dorset. That trickle soon became a torrent. 
It was clear that farmer and charity worker ex- 
traodinaire Henry Smith was highly respected 
and admired by all and sundry. 

Again, it is difficult to do justice to Henry in so 
few words. His service to his beloved West 
Dorset, and his fundraising feats, is the stuff of 
legend - but it could have been so different. 

From being an active farmer with a high profile 
in the agricultural world, Henry was struck 
down by an hereditary kidney complaint that 
killed his father and paternal grandmother. Close 
to death. Henry received a heart and kidney 
transplant at the world-famous Harefield Hospi¬ 
tal in Middlesex on March 4th 1991. 

It was a life changing experience as well as 
being a life saving one. Since then Henry has 
dedicated himself to raising money to help other 
kidney sufferers, starting by raising money to 
support the scanner appeal in Dorset and an ap¬ 
peal to open a kidney unit in Dorchester. At the 
time, the nearest centre was in Portsmouth 
which involved a round-200 mile trip. 

His work went far beyond the boundaries of 
Dorset but The Smith family have made an in¬ 
delible imprint locally by organising each year, 
on March 4th, the anniversary of Henry’s trans¬ 
plant, a ball and this event alone has raised 
around £70,000 for various departments at Dorset 
County Hospital as well as health charities and 
Dorset Air Ambulance. 

In one nomination received, it was stated that 
Henry is forever grateful for his donor organs 
which has enabled him the quality of life and the 
pleasure of seeing three daughters married and 
his four grandchildren. They are, as you can 
imagine, inordinantly proud of their granddad.

No 
matter what time of day or night. No matter what 
the conditions. What sort of society would we live 
without those brave firefighters, lifeboat crew and 
Coastguards. And what about those they leave be¬ 
hind to worry and fret? 

Just listen to Sandy Malpas, wife of Rob Malpas, 
36 years a coastguard and former station officer 
at West Bay for 10 years. 

This is what she said: “I returned from shopping 
yesterday to find a note from my husband saying 
Tm on a shout - unexploded bomb on West Bay 
beach’. Most wives would have thrown a complete 
wobbly, but I just made a cup of tea and thought 
‘oh I wonder if he’ll be back for lunch’, Sounds 
strange. But after 36 years of my husband being 
an Auxilliary Coastguard not much fazes me”. 

Great tragedy 

We could fill the next eight pages with descrip¬ 
tions of Rob’s bravery and service to the Coast¬ 
guard over the years. Rescuing dogs and walkers 
from the cliffs, assisting the lifeboat crews and 
getting hypothermia in the process, recovering 
bodies from the sea. Along the way he has reached 
great tragedy. 

Such has been his service that Rob is the only 
auxiliary coastguard in Britain to have received

This was the category that received most nominations, dozens in fact and 
they were still rolling in up to yesterday, long after the deadline had closed. 

This just goes to show what a diverse range of 
talented individuals there are in West Dorset, 
artists, actors, impressarios, singers, choreogra¬ 
phers, poets. The list is endless and their contri¬ 
bution to our community brings much light relief 
to our otherwise busy life. 

One man stood out among the rest. In the 1980s 
Peter Hitchin opened the West Dorset Arts 
School, a residential arts community that nursed 
many artists who to this day contribute to the on¬ 
going wealth of artistic talent in Bridport. 

But it was in 2003 that peter took on his greatest 
challenge - rescuing the Electric Place from ex¬ 
tinction. The Palace had been the hub of the Brid¬ 
port arts scene since 1926 and during the 1950s it 
even housed an ice-rink. But with so many other 
forms of entertainment available, by the new mil¬ 
lennium the Palace was in real danger of final clo¬ 
sure. 

Against all odds, and without any public fund¬ 
ing, Peter independently restored and reopened 
the Electric Palace, giving the venue the reputa¬ 
tion as being one of the most exciting live enter¬ 
tainment venues in the south. 

The Electric Palace continues today with Peter’s 
philosophy of “entertainment for all”, playing 
host to a hugely mixed programme of comedy, 
film, music, children’s shows, opera, theatre and 
cabaret, bringing top names and top acts to West 
Dorset.

Their plans for a new 
play area at West Bay failed to 
win Lottery support, but they 
did not give up, working over 
the next three years with Brid- 
port Town Council and other or¬ 


ganisations to raise over £7,000 
to create a new play area at 
West Bay, now very much used 
by all age groups. 

The seven 15-year-olds are 
now working with children 
from Mountjoy Special School 
to extend and create a purpose 
built area for young people 
with disabilities. 

They will also be mentoring 
children in Bridport Primary 
School towards designing an¬ 
other small play area nearby. 

This is not a school project - 
but young people volunteering 
to create something special for 
the whole community - and 
they haven’t finished yet.

From 16 April 201 I weekend opening times and operations at 
Bridport’s household recycling centre (HRC) in South Street 
will change. 

The HRC will open from 10am to 4pm on Saturdays but to 
accept green garden waste (e.g. grass cuttings, hedge clippings) 
only. It will be closed all day on Sundays. 

The centre will be open Mondays to Fridays from 9am to 
6pm April to October and 9am to 5pm November to March 
as normal. All the usual range of recycling and waste disposal 
facilities will be available. 

Temporary planning consent to keep the site open for a 
further two years, while Dorset County Council works 
to find a suitable site for a new waste management centre, 
has been granted, providing the restrictions on weekend 
operations are enforced. 

Dorset County Council encourages local residents to 
maximise the use of their existing kerbside collection scheme 
as well as local mini recycling banks. A full list of mini recycling 
banks can be found at www.dorsetforyou.com/recycling.

Ford's chocolate-inspired 
weight saving technology 


I n their never-ending quest to reduce weight and therefore emis¬ 
sions and fuel use. Ford's engineers have taken inspiration from 
the Aero chocolate bar to produce lighter plastic parts by inject¬ 
ing gas bubbles during manufacturing. 

There are many areas where weight can be saved by changing 
the type or grade of metal used to a stronger, lighter material to 
trim kilos from the kerb weight. Plastic parts are an area where it is 
traditionally difficult to save weight without sacrificing strength, 
durability or function, but Ford has found a solution. MuCell tech¬ 
nology introduces gas bubbles into the plastic as it is moulded, leav¬ 
ing a microscopic honeycomb structure. These tiny spaces save 
weight by reducing the amount of plastic used, without compro¬ 
mising the integrity of the part. 

Weight plays a key role in vehicle emissions and reducing the 
overall mass of the vehicle results in improvements to fuel economy 
and carbon emissions. Vehicle weights have increased in the last 30 
years to allow for much greater levels of equipment and radically 
improved safety attributes. Ford has targeted reducing weight while 
still providing class leading levels of equipment and 5-star Euro 
NCAP safety ratings. 

MuCell brings a host of other benefits with lower pressures used 
to mould the plastic and up to 33 per cent more parts per hour than 
a conventional process. This increase in speed and efficiency re¬ 
duces energy consumption, manufacturing emissions and cost for 
parts produced using the innovative technique. 

Ford's MuCell technology expert Carsten Starke is excited by the 
potential of the new process: "The first time I saw this plastic under 
the microscope I thought to myself it looks like an Aero chocolate 
barlThe bubbles in the chocolate change the taste, but in our plas¬ 
tics they save weight and making cars lighter reduces emissions and 
fuel consumption significantly," he said. 

"We are saving weight in many ways, not just by using this new 
plastic, because lighter cars handle better, accelerate faster and stop 
more quickly. For the customer it is win-win, the plastic is 20 per 
cent lighter without increasing cost or reducing strength and it will 
help make their Ford better in almost every aspect." 

The MuCell technology will see its first application in engine cov¬ 
ers on vehicles such as Focus, C-MAX and Grand C-MAX, S-MAX, 
Mondeo and Galaxy in the next few years. Ford has committed to a 
minimum of 100kg weight reduction from even its smallest cars and 
300kg from larger cars by 2020 as part of environmental initiatives. 
Weight saving, including deploying MuCell technology, is also 
achieved from other materials such as high-strength Boron steels 
which are used extensively in Ford models. 

These new materials join innovations such as the EcoBoost petrol 
engines, which allow the use of more efficient, lower capacity en¬ 
gines even in larger vehicles without sacrificing performance. A 
range of other measures including automatic stop-start engines, 
aerodynamic grille shutters and low rolling resistance tyres make 
Ford's ECOnetic models amongst the most efficient on sale.

IT HAS been a quiet week at Henley with no horses

Meanwhile it appears that Bob Buckler has got to the 
bottom of the poor showing of his four horses the pre¬ 
vious weekend. 

After a good day at Newbury on Saturday, the stable 
were disappointed at the running ofCullahill on Sun¬ 
day at Wincanton, Crank Hill at Towcester and Small 
Fly and favourite Ethiopia at Plumpton on Monday. 

Blood tests on all four show that it appears there is a 
virus in the yard, with all four results showing the white 
cells in the ascendency. Although not serious it would 
explain their poor per formances. 

"None of them ran up to form," said Buckler. "It's not 
major, and although it doesn't appear to be too viru¬ 
lent, it would account for their running, none of which 
at the time made much sense." 

There is good news about Ashbourne Folly who 
pulled up in the bumper at Chepstow and was diag¬ 
nosed as having a longitudinal crack in his left cannon 
bone. 

"He's had eight screws inserted in his leg which is now 
in a plaster cast, and there is an 80 per cent chance that 
he will make a full recovery. 

The only problem is that as the crack is the whole 
length of the bone that a bit of arthritis could set in, 
which would mean he wouldn't be fit enough to race 
again, but we are hopeful of a full recovery," said Buck¬ 
ler.

Wessex Delivery finally 
responds to 
speedway supporters 

FOLLOWING the View Sport's story last week re¬ 
garding the lack of response to the Weymouth 
Speedway supporters letters to developers Morgan 
Sindall, a statement was received from Julie Martin, 
who is spearheading the support of local business¬ 
man Harold Doonan to revive racing at the Wessex 
Raceway. 

The statement reads: "After a seven week delay, 
coincidentally on the same day that a local free 
newspaper revealed future plans for a demonstra¬ 
tion at the grand opening of the Morgan Sindall 
built Weymouth "Community Fire Station", Wessex 
Delivery (a company in partnership with Morgan 
Sindall Group Pic) finally deigned to reply to Harold 
Doonan. 

The brief letter - signed Wessex Delivery LLP - 
notes that that the board of Wessex Delivery has: 
"made its position clear regarding the use of the 
land"and that:"We have no plans at the moment to 
lease out the Wessex track for motorsport activities". 

Wessex Delivery blamed their tardy and unillumi¬ 
nating response on a need:"To consult our partners 
before responding". 

Harold Doonan who heads a consortium trying to 
revive the Wildcats was, nonetheless, grateful for 
their response."! would like to thank Wessex Deliv¬ 
ery for their correspondence and the fact that they 
have kindly offered to contact me should the deci¬ 
sion alter in the future. However, whilst the track 
lays dormant, and in the continuing absence of fu¬ 
ture plans for it, there is always still a possibility of a 
return. I have a meeting scheduled for next week 
with several parties interested in maintaining the 
fight to keep the club alive where we shall discuss 
where in our local community to stage our demon¬ 
stration as well as where our quest will take us next." 

The paper has been advised that the statement 
from Save Weymouth Speedway Campaign printed 
in last week's paper is incorrect with regards to the 
information on who to write to regarding protest¬ 
ing about the possible change of planning use at 
the Wessex Raceway. 

The supporters are worried that despite the 
'leisure' allocation issued over 50 years ago, West 
Dorset District Council has been quoted as saying 
they would consider a change of use if it were 
asked. 

The pro-speedway supporters feel that this could 
open the possibility of houses being built on the 
land, and therefore the loss of the stadium. 

Cllr Ian Gardner who is the ward councillor that in¬ 
cludes the Wessex Raceway, says that any letters of 
protest should be sent to him at: Cllr Ian C Gardner, 
Dorset CC and West Dorset DC, Strawberry Cottage, 
Butter Street, Moonfleet, Weymouth, Dorset DT3 
4EE.

Must win game ahead for Bridport 


THERE wasn't much rugby played 
locally last Saturday. The WEY¬ 
MOUTH club, originally without a 
fixture, managed to arrange an 
11th hour gallop against the tour¬ 
ing HEMEL HEMPSTEAD, while 
DORCHESTER were also planning to 
entertain a touring side and putting 
out a mixture of first, second and 
third team players.

BRIDPORT failed to get any joy 
from their trip to Devizes, going 
down by three tries to one and, be¬ 
cause they did not achieve any¬ 
thing from this game by way of 
league points, their relegation 
problems have increased accord¬ 
ingly. 

Sadly, on the day, misfortune 
beset them. They incurred two in¬ 
juries to front row players before 
the game was 20 minutes old and 
the contest had to revert to uncon¬ 
tested scrums midway through the 
first-half.

field players carrying knocks. 

Devizes took advantage by scor¬ 
ing a couple of second-half tries. 
They added the extras to one of 
them for good measure, putting 
distance between the sides. Brid¬ 
port could not respond and now 
have a sizable task on their hands if 
they are to avoid relegation. 

WEYMOUTH 48pts 
HEMEL HAMPSTEAD 5pts 

A WEYMOUTH side composed of 
all ages and abilities, from colts to 
dobbins, took on a like-minded 
Hemel Hempstead 15 and a good 
fun game of rugby football ensued. 

The home side had more skill 
where it mattered and ran out com¬ 
fortable winners in the end, scoring 
tries through Shaun Diplock (three), 
Rob Rendall, Les Moon, Dan 
Bowditch, Rich Polley, and Lewis 
Allan. Les Moon and Lewis Allan 
kicked a couple of conversions 
apiece to complete the scoring. 

The visitors, who had contributed 
much more to the occasion than 
the score suggests, scored an un¬ 
converted try by way of a consola¬ 
tion. 

PREVIEW 

SATURDAY next sees the penulti¬ 
mate round of league fixtures tak¬ 
ing place, and I think that the local 
sides will, almost without excep¬ 
tion, be fully tested. 

BRIDPORT face what will, almost 
certainly, be the most important 
game of their season when they 


visit MARLBOROUGH. The home 
side reside just one place above the 
Brewery Field Brigade in the South¬ 
ern Counties league (South) and 
are five points clear. 

Realistically speaking Bridport 
have to go there and notch a bonus 
point win if they are to have a 
chance of avoiding relegation. 

Now I witnessed the game be¬ 
tween these sides at Bridport ear¬ 
lier in the season when the visitors 
came out on top, after a pretty 
turgid encounter, by a score. 

I got the impression on that occa¬ 
sion that they won because they 
wanted it more, and they will cer¬ 
tainly see Saturday's game as an 
opportunity to preserve their 
league status for another season. I 
believe that Bridport have been 
playing better in recent weeks, al¬ 
though their record does not 
demonstrate that fact. 

Ability wise they can certainly 
throw themselves a lifeline, but will 
have to take their A game with 
them. 

I'll bet this one will be a nail biter, 
and the final result too close to call. 
I do feel that the acquiring of a win¬ 
ning bonus point will be beyond 
the visitors however, but let's hope 
they can do so. 

DORCHESTER for their part, em¬ 
bark on what is, on paper anyway, 
their most difficult game of the 
campaign when they visit SALIS¬ 
BURY who are already confirmed as 
champions of the Southern Coun¬ 
ties (South), and who bested the 
county town side comfortably at 
Dorchester a few weeks ago. 

Dorchester do have the ability to 


score tries against any opposition 
however and I take this to be a high 
scoring encounter with Salisbury 
gaining a bonus point win after a 
free-flowing game. 

WEYMOUTH play at home against 
relatively near neighbours IVEL 
BARBARIANS. Now these oppo¬ 
nents, newly relegated as they were 
back in September, would have 
been quietly confident of bouncing 
straight back into the Southern 
Counties Division. 

They have not done so and lie, 
with the home side, just out of the 
promotion race. Weymouth won 
the earlier match at Yeovil by the 
narrowest of margins (8-7,1 think) 
and I take them to win another 
close encounter. Although, with 
Weymouth, one never really knows! 

PUDDLETOWN too play at home. 
They entertain SWANAGE & WARE- 
HAM 3rd a side who lie next to 
them in the mid table of the Dorset 
& Wilts League Division Two 
(South), and who bested them by a 
single point in the earlier fixture. 
Puddletown could well reverse that 
result, for they seem to have im¬ 
proved as the season has gone on, 
and will want to close their home 
league programme with a win. 

As to the second sides, Bridport 
seconds are due to face East Dorset 
seconds at the Brewery Field. I see 
that they had to concede the earlier 
fixture against these opponents 
earlier in the season and, as they do 
seem to be relegation bound, I can¬ 
not realistically believe that they 
will resurrect their fortunes in this 
game. 

Weymouth seconds have a real 


tester in view. They can still have a 
chance of a promotion place, but to 
attain it they will certainly have to 
best Salisbury thirds who beat 
them by a couple of scores earlier 
on. 

Weymouth will not fear the jour¬ 
ney however, having just trimmed 
the league leaders very comfort¬ 
ably. A win, although essential, will 
not be easy. 

Dorchester seconds, like their 
Bridport counterparts, encoun¬ 
tered team raising difficulties when 
due to travel to Saturday's oppo¬ 
nents Salisbury seconds, who will 
travel with every confidence of re¬ 
turning home with a win.
